decorating  a  Christmas  tree,  there  are  two  things 
that  I  think  that  we  should  emphasize. 

1.  If  I  make  suggestions  on  decorating,  they're 
not  to  give  everyone  ideas  to  ocpy,  but  merely  to 
give  you  ideas  of  how  you  can  use  every  day  mat¬ 
erials  to  suit  your  own  needs  in  your  own  home... 


2.  And  there  is  the  question  of  the  traditional 
Christmas  tree,.... did  you  ever  stop  to  think  that 
it  was  not  always  a  pine  tree  and  that  it  did  not 
have  electric  lights  until  Edison  invented  them? . . 


There  are  many  things  that  I  can  suggest  that  will
